EOPLE often say there’s noth- 
ing like something new to 
give a lift to life. Strange as it 
may seem, it's the backward 
glance every once in a while that 
does’ it too. Something old, a 
snatch of a memory, a bit of nos- 
talgia, a reminiscence—and most 
of all, an old song. Suddenly, out 
of the noise of current goings on, 
someone remembers a tune that 
was sweet twenty or fifteen years 
ago, a bandleader plays it, or 
someone sings it and before the 
country has time to look around, 
it’s back again, and on everyone's 
lips. Once a good song, always a 
good song, they say. It couldn't 
be truer than it is now. With all 
of the high-riding tunes of today, 
there has been a kind o spon- 
taneous song rebirth of old hit 
tunes, and theyre making the 
rounds of the town as though 
they'd just been written. 
Remember “Cuddle Up a. Lit- 
tle Closer’? You might not. It 
was written in 1905, and Bessie 
McCoy, the wife of Richard 
arding. Davis, famous author 
and war correspondent of the 
Spanish American War sang it 
in “The Three Twins,” a show 
that played at the Majestic Thea- 
tre. That’s a long life span for a 
song that bounced right back in- 
to the public voice like an old 
friend. “Ill Get By” was written 
in 1925 and is a rediscovery that 
looks as though it will be around 
for a long time. 
Part of the answer to picking 
up tunes from the long ago and 
bringing them back, is that war-
